Eleven Companies of Coast Artillery, 


Including Soldiers at the Delaware 


Forts, With Eight Field Batteries, 


Ordered. 


Washington, May ll.—Virtually t ic 
last troops of the regular army which 
are serving In Ute United States are 
being mobilized for Mexican b o r e l 
service. 
Iii addition to the national gnar ls 
from the states of Texas, New Mexi­ 
co and Arizona which were ordered to 
the border, Secretary of War Baker 
has directed that elevn companies oi 
roast artiller) and eight batteries oi 
field artillery report to Major Generali 
Funston, in command of the depart­ 
ment of the south. 
This will increase the forces now at 
the border by from 9000 to 10000 nim. 
It is expected they will a1! be on or 
near the Mexican boundary line * Alb­ 
in a week. 
Unofficial estimates place 
the number of troops now on Mexican 
duty or under mobilization at about 
45,000. 
The companies of coast artillery ac 
looted for duty, a* announced by Se­ 
cretary Baker are: 127th. Galveston; 
104th, New Orleans; 20th and 77th, 
Pensacola. 74th, Savannah; 31st. Fort 
( ‘aswell, N. C.; 41st and 09th, Fort 
Oglethorpe, Ga.; 112th, Delaware river 
(Forts Dupont, Delaware and Mott); 
103d, 
Fort, 
Howard, 
Md.; 
145th, 
Charleston. 
There are strong indications that 
the militia of other states soon may 
be called on. 
it is reported that Gen 
oral Funston has asked for 130,(‘OO 
men to maintain tho 1800-mile border 
guard, to insure the protection of all 
border towns and ranches. 
The field artillery commands order 
cd to San Antonio, Texas, are five bat­ 
teries of the Fifth Artillery, now sta­ 
tioned at Fort Sill, Okla., and three 
batteries of the Third Artillery at 
Tobyhanna, Pa. 
Secretary Baker said the sending of 
these reinforcements did not. result 
from any new reports of alarming con­ 
ditions on the border, but were con­ 
templated when General Funston and 
General Hugh L. Scott, chief of staff, 
who are now in El paso, Texas, scut 
their Urgent recommendation that ad­ 
ditional troops be placed at Hie dis­ 
posal of the army guarding the int r- 
national boundary line. 
In the department of the east, which 
lias headquarters at Governor’s Island, 
New York bay, there remain only 
three squadrons of the Second Cavalry, 
at Fort Ethan Allen, Vermont, and 
Fort Mver, Virginia, and one battalion 
of field artillery.
